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Inspector throws out 
Iidl’s bid for city store 


BUDGET supermarket 
chain Lidl has lost its 
long-running battle to 
build a store in Ely 
Following a seven-day 
inquiry into a proposed store 
on Angel Drove, planning 
inspector David Wildsmith 
ruled that it would do “little if 
anything” to boost the city 
centre and would be an “out- 
of-town” development encour¬ 
aging car use. 

Lidl took its plans to appeal after 
being turned down twice by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

The final refusal was welcomed 
by the council and the City of Ely 
Perspective, a civic group that aims 
to improve and promote the city 
In the conclusion to his report, 
Mr Wildsmith said an Angel Drove 
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store would “fail to take advantage 
of opportunities to strengthen 
Ely’s town centre, but instead 
would consolidate convenience ret¬ 
ailing in an out-of-centre location”. 

Ely will still have a budget store 
- rival chain Aldi has permission 
to build at the former Thurlow 
Nunn Standen site on Lisle Lane. 

The Lidl plans divided opinion 
among Ely residents. While some 
feared the site, at the former EMG 
Garage, would tempt shoppers 
away from the city centre and its 
independent shops, others argued 
a budget store was desperately 
needed and signed a petition 
backing Lidl. 

Mr Wildsmith said: “I have noted 
the support for the proposal from a 


number of local residents, but it 
seems to me that their desire for 
additional, discounted convenience 
floorspace within the town will be 
addressed, at least to some large 
extent, by the recent permission 
for an Aldi store.” 

Philip Eden, chairman of the 
City of Ely Perspective and a city 
councillor, said: “This is good news 
for the city centre. 

“Lidl would be good for Ely, but 
not in that location. It would have 
just dragged even more people 
away from the centre. We desper¬ 
ately need to give all the traders a 
chance, particularly in the current 
economic climate.” 

Lucie Turnell, team leader of 
Development Services at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
said: “The decision to dismiss the 
appeal will significantly affect the 
location of future provision of 


retailing in Ely, stressing that 
consumer choice should be met in 
locations that strengthen and 
support the centre.” 

She added that the decision 
would also “give confidence” to 
rival discount supermarket Aldi to 
press ahead with its plans for a 
store in the city 

She said: “These are difficult 
economic times and it is vital we 
do all we can to support existing 
traders who have made the city 
their home. 

“We are constantly in discussion 
with developers who want to en¬ 
hance our city and it’s our job to 
make sure these plans and projects 
benefit us all no matter what our 
income. 

“This case was never about the 
specific retailer - despite claims to 
the otherwise - it was about where 
the store would have been located.”

Fond ‘fair’ well for OAP’s hobby horse 


A PENSIONER has said goodbye to a 
handcrafted miniature funfair that 
took him two decades to create. 

The funfair, which takes up an entire 
double garage, comprises 15 
different rides including a carousel, 
ferris wheel, cake walk, a merry-go- 
round, an organ, a circus tent, and a 
model village. 

George Jennings, 82, is moving to a 
smaller retirement home with his 
wife, Hilda, 80, and gave funfair 
fanatics a once-in-a-lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity to buy his collection. 

It was bought by Georgina Jeyes and 
her family, from Earls Barton, 
Northamptonshire. 

Mrs Jeyes said: “It needed a good 
home. It’s just fascinating and will be 
enjoyed by a lot of people.” 


She said the funfair will be on show 
at her family’s business, which 
includes the village museum, a coffee 
shop and a chemist all on one site. 
George spent years whittling the 
intricate figurines before pains¬ 
takingly hand-painting each part of 
the funfair. The rides are fitted with 
miniature lights, their own battery- 
powered motors and speakers wired 
up to a cassette deck playing 
fairground music. 

The entire set, complete with tiny 
passengers enjoying the rides, is on 
a 1:24 scale to a full-sized fair. 

Each ride, measuring on average 18 
inches high and 24 inches across, 
took George a minimum of two 
months to make - and the entire 
project cost him around £8,000. 


George, a retired coach business 
operator and hotel owner from 
Stretham, said he was happy it would 
go to a good home. 

He said: “The most important thing is 
that the buyer cherishes it. 

“The fair has been my obsession for 
the last 20 years and has taken over 
my life and my garage.” 

George began building the funfair as 
a hobby to keep him occupied when 
he retired. 

He said: “The carousel alone cost 
just under £2,000. 

“I had to get all the little horses 
especially modelled and hand- 
painted for me because they were so 
delicate, and the materials were not 
cheap.” 


Man’s &5 air freshener 
thefts trigger old jail term 


AN 18-YEAR-OLD 
man has been jailed 
for stealing air fresh¬ 
eners worth £5 while 
under a suspended 
sentence. 

Danny Stone-Parker, of 
Clay way, Ely, was jailed 
for three months and 
seven days by magistrates 
in the city. 

Stone-Parker admitted 
stealing three air fresh¬ 
eners from Tesco in Ely 
on December 19. 
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On November 20, he 
had been given a three- 
month prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months, 
for public order and driv¬ 
ing offences. 

Stone-Parker was 
caught by security guards 
immediately and the air 
fresheners were ret¬ 
rieved, the court heard. 

Magistrates opted to 


activate the suspended 
sentence, as well as giv¬ 
ing him an extra seven 
days for the thefts. 

Hamish Ross, presiding 
magistrate, told the court 
that the thefts were of 
low-value items. 

But he added: “For your 
own benefit, we have got 
to stop this behaviour. 
You are 18 years old. 

“You have got the rest 
of your life ahead of you. 

“There is no point in 
suspended sentences be¬ 


ing issued if they are not 
activated. 

“We have got to change 
your ways.” 

Mr Ross also told Stone- 
Parker that the con¬ 
ditions and implication of 
the suspended sentence 
had been clearly exp¬ 
lained to him at the 
original sentencing. 

He added that the jail 
sentence being imposed 
was not for the latest 
thefts, but for Stone-Park- 
er’s previous offences.

Sarah Barker, 27, of Ely pleaded guilty 
to stabbing 47-year-old married man 
Martin Cox after they had consensual 
sex, at Leicester Crown Court on Monday 

Mr Cox was treated for seven knife 
wounds to his head and chest following 
the incident which happened in his 
Northampton home on Artizan Road on 
July 14 last year. 

Jerena Tomaszewska, prosecuting, 
said Barker, who had only been employed 
with Phoenix Escorts agency for 10 days 
before the attack, told police she snapped 
because Cox reminded her of a man who 
had abused her when she was younger. 

Mr Cox, who is now thought to be 
recovering from his injuries, said he only 
became aware of the attack when he 
noticed he was covered in blood. 

Judge Charles Wide QC said he would 
not pass sentence until there had been an 
assessment of the risk Barker posed in 
the future, ordering an additional 
psychiatric report. 

Barker will re-appear at Leicester 
Crown Court at a later date, following the 
additional psychiatric report.

The single-vehicle acc¬ 
ident happened on the A142 
at Mepal when the Citroen 
Saxo went off the road near 
the Mepal Outdoor Centre 
and ended in a ditch. 

The driver of the car was 
out of the vehicle when fire 
crews from Chatteris, 
Sutton and Huntingdon 
arrived. 

But the 16-year-old girl 
had to be freed by fire¬ 
fighters. 

She was treated at the 
scene by paramedics and 
taken by ambulance to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

The accident happened at 
8.20pm on Monday night 


and the road was closed for 
several hours. 

Police and Highways 
Agency officials attended 
the scene. 

The A142 was closed at 
the Sutton roundabout and 
local diversions were put in 
place. 

The road was reopened 
after 7am on Tuesday. 

EDF engineers were also 
called out to assess the 
damage to the pylon after 
wires were left hanging 
down. 

The teenager’s condition 
was described on Tuesday 
as stable but critical.

Date set for murder trial

Masterplan Mews 
are being ignored’ 


ELY residents are being 
ignored when it conies to 
drawing up Ely’s blue¬ 
print for growth, it has 
been claimed. 

Lib Dem councillors say the 
views of city residents and 
surrounding villagers are 
being ignored in the Ely 
Masterplan process. 

It follows an Ely Masterplan 
and Growth Delivery Working 
Party meeting last Monday, 
from which members are being 
accused of pushing ahead with 
the growth blueprint without 
listening to the ideas of the 
general public. 

Lib Dem leader, Cllr Gareth 
Wilson, said: “The Conser¬ 
vatives are blatantly ignoring 
the wishes of Ely residents. 

“In recent years, the city has 
grown at a rate of 250 houses a 
year and the new local 
development framework 
suggests this should be 
reduced to 90 per year in order 
to allow developments to bed 
in. 

“But they clearly think they 
know better and are ignoring 
all opinions to follow their own 
path of bringing the maximum 
number of houses possible to 
our city.” 

In a recent telephone survey, 
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carried out by the district 
council working party, 56 per 
cent of people questioned said 
they did not want more homes 
to be built in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

The meeting’s agenda report 
also shows that of the 44 per 
cent who did want to see 
development in the region,

only 16 per cent said it should 
be in the city of Ely. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader 
of the Lib Dems, said: “These 
figures, in conclusion, show 
that 93 per cent of people 
questioned did not want to see 
big developments in Ely or did 
not think there was a need. 

“If the party was listening to 
the public it certainly would 
not be pushing forward 5,000 
new homes for Ely.” 

In June 2008, the working 


party vowed to re-examine the 
blueprint for growth and 
promised that residents would 
have more of a say. 

It followed the spectacular 
derailing of the plan when Cllr 
Brian Ashton, former council 
leader, resigned after sending 
an email concerning the future 
use of land he owned to one of 
the consultants drawing up the 
masterplan. 

But Conservative Cllr Fred 
Brown, leader of the district 
council, said the Lib Dem party 
was simply making a “pub¬ 
licity stunt”. 

He said: “It is absolute non¬ 
sense to suggest we are 
ignoring people’s views. 

“We have never in our 
history, embarked on such an 
in-depth discussion with 
residents about our future as 
we have with the masterplan. 

“We are only at the start of 
the process - the formal 
consultation has yet to begin so 
I can assure housing numbers 
for the city and other issues 
are not set in stone. 

“We have promised this 
process would be open, honest 
and that we would listen and 
we have been true to our word 
- this is just a quick publicity 
stunt based on half the facts.”

Jobs saved as two 
stores stay open 


SPIRITS are high after 
two shops in the centre of 
Ely have been saved from 
administration. 

More than 20 staff working at 
Card Warehouse and Klick, both 
in the Market Square, feared 
they would lose their jobs, after 
the two high street chains 
announced that stores could 
close nationwide. 

But officials have confirmed 
that both of Ely’s branches have 
been bought out by other 
companies - saving the current 
employees’ jobs and over-riding 
concerns about stores being 
empty in the city 

A spokesman for Card Ware¬ 
house said that the store is one 
of only 76 across the country to 
be saved by rival card retailer, 
Card Factory, taking over the 
company 

And 180 Klick stores across 
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the UK have been saved by shoe 
specialist firm Timpson - one of 
which is Ely’s Market Square 
store, a spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed. 

There are also rumours that 
the Ely branch of children’s 
clothing chain, Adams, on the 
High Street, will be saved from 
closure. 

A spokesman said: “There has 
been quite a lot of interest in the 
Adams business and we are 
hopeful that we will be able to 
sell some parts. 

“But there is certainly no 
solution for the store in Ely or 
any others nationwide at the 
moment.” 

However, Sheila Winters, 
manager of Ely’s Klick store, 
said: “It is certainly good news 


that our shop and Card 
Warehouse next door have been 
saved. 

“We are over the moon that we 
are not losing our jobs.” 

The news comes soon after 
high street giant Woolworths fell 
victim to the credit crunch, 
shutting its doors in Ely after 
more than 50 years of trading. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chair¬ 
man of the Ely Traders’ 
Association, said: “It was very 
sad to see Woolies go but the fact 
that two stores, and possibly 
three, have been saved here 
really is fantastic news. 

“I am pleased for the people 
whose jobs have been saved and 
it is certainly good that we will 
not have empty shops in the 
Market Square, which could 
have looked shabby 

“It looks as if Ely could be 
fighting through the tough 
economic times.” 


Fresh waters 
found for 
crowded fish 

THOUSANDS of fish in Ely have 
had to be re-homed by the 
Environment Agency due to overly- 
successful spawning this year. 

Two lakes near the city have been 
thriving to such an extent that the 
fish were competing too much for 
food. 

Around 8,000 healthy roach, rudd 
and common bream have now 
been transported to fisheries 
across the county to less crowded 
lakes, including the Cambridge 
Fish Preservation Society’s 
Barnwell Lake in Cambridge. 
Fisheries officer Justin Mould said: 
“During the winter months we try 
to re-home as many fish as 
possible from overcrowded lakes 
to angling club waters in need of a 
stock boost. 

“This is all part of the service 
provided by the Environment 
Agency and is paid for by anglers’ 
rod licences.”

Pair lied over knife incident 


A COUPLE who concocted a 
story to cover up an incident in 
which a man was threatened 
with a knife have been senten¬ 
ced. 

Kayur Padhiar, 26, and his 
girlfriend Nichola Letch, 38, both 
of Blaydon Place, Sutton, 
appeared at Cambridge Crown 
Court to be sentenced for per¬ 
verting the course of justice 
after they pleaded guilty to the 
charges last November. 

Padhiar also admitted poss¬ 
essing a knife. He was given a 
prison sentence of eight months 
and Letch was given four 
months in prison, both susp¬ 
ended for a year. 

In July last year, there was a 
confrontation between Padhiar 
and Nicholas Smeeth, 38, from 
Chelmsford. 


Letch and Mr Smeeth have a 
child together and on the day of 
the incident, Mr Smeeth was due 
to have an access visit. 

He turned up early at the shop 
where Letch was working and a 
row ensued. 

“Clearly there was a history 
between the couple and access 
arrangements had not been 
running smoothly,” said Sara 
Walker, prosecuting. 

Letch called Padhiar, as she 
was upset. 

Mr Smeeth said Padhiar 
arrived wielding a knife, and 
tried to run him over. As a 
result, he had taken a metal bar 
from his vehicle to use in self- 
defence. 

In initial police interviews, 
Padhiar claimed Mr Smeeth had 
tried to run him over and 


smashed his car window with a 
metal bar, injuring him. But he 
later admitted he had lied. 

Letch had supported Padhiar 
in his initial statement. 

In August, Padhiar and Letch 
changed their statements, saying 
Padhiar did have a knife and 
that they had not told the truth 
in their initial statements. 

Letch admitted in her new 
statement she saw Padhiar come 
out of their home with a carving 
knife to find Mr Smeeth. She 
later took the knife and disposed 
of it. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said 
Padhiar’s actions were “wholly 
unacceptable”. 

The pair were also each given 
180 hours of community work 
and told to pay £200 costs.

LIVES are at risk after arsonists 
struck at flats for the fourth 
time in a week, a resident has 
warned. 

Firefighters were again called to a 
row of mostly unoccupied housing 
association flats in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, after a shed was set alight. 

A Wisbech Road resident, who asks 
not to be named, described flames 
leaping 12 feet into the air as small 
explosions went off inside the building. 

He said: “The fire was roaring away. 
Cans of paint were exploding inside. All 
it needs is for a gas canister to be in 
there and we are all in trouble. 

“Why, all of a sudden, are they 
targeting these flats?” 

Firefighters were called to the flats at 
11.25pm last Wednesday. That followed 
previous call-outs to two fires where 
rubbish was set alight and piled against 
doors on Tuesday, January 6, and 
another fire in a shed on Saturday, 
January 3. 

The resident, who said just four of the 
24 flats are occupied, wants owners 
Sanctuary Hereward to fence off empty 
properties and demolish the whole site. 

He said: “If everything was boarded 
up and there was a metal fence, 
probably this would never happen.” 

Vanessa Allen, area housing manager 
for Sanctuary Hereward, said: “We take 
all reports of antisocial behaviour very 
seriously as we understand the impact 
it can have on the quality of people's 
lives. 

“We received a number of calls from 
residents last week regarding two small 
fires in Wisbech Road thought to have 
been started deliberately. 

“Since then we have been working 
closely with the police and fire service 
and residents can rest assured that we 
will make every effort to prevent similar

incidents occurring in the future. 

“Wisbech Road is an area of Littleport 
which we are currently looking to 
redevelop for the benefit of the local 
community. 

“Our plans, supported by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
involve the demolition of 24 flats which 
will be replaced with 12 flats and eight 
two-bedroom homes designed and 
constructed to the latest Government 
standards for comfort and energy 
efficiency.”

Birds flock to 
new wetland 

SWANS are not the only birds flocking 
to a new wetland, according to recent 
reports. 

Thanks to efforts by the Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust in Welney and the 
Environment Agency, which have 
transformed an area of farmland into 
wet grassland by digging a system of 
ditches and channels, wigeon, teal and 
other ducks have been attracted to the 
area. 

The first 100 wigeon were recorded on 
the new wetland, known as Lady Fen, 
in early December, along with 114 teal, 
29 mallard and 15 pintail, and other 
sightings on the land included eight 
snipe, more than 200 golden plover, 
more than 100 lapwing and a short¬ 
eared owl, not forgetting 200 whooper 
swans which are roosting on the 
scrapes. 

Emma Hutchins, head of reserve 
management at the trust, said: “We 
started to wet-up the site in November 
and already it is being used by good 
numbers of birds. 

“It is still in an establishment phase 
but already it is attracting the desired 
wildlife.” 

Car park smoke drama 

A SWIFT response from firefighters 
prevented a full-scale car fire in a 
supermarket car park. 

The incident occurred on Friday at 
around 2pm when smoke began 
pouring from a navy blue Vauxhall, 
left unattended in the Waitrose car 
park, in Brays Lane, Ely, when its 
brakes overheated. 

Crews from the nearby Ely fire station 
managed to resolve the situation by 
pouring water on the brakes and left a 
note for the unsuspecting owner. 

One Ely firefighter praised the 
member of the public who called them, 
saying they did exactly the right thing, 
preventing a fire spreading to other 
nearby cars.

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Big new plans 
for hospital to 
help little lives

PLANS are under way 
for a £28 million 
extension of the Rosie 
Maternity Hospital, to 
cope with the Cam¬ 
bridge region’s soaring 
birth-rate while giving 
mothers and babies 
better care. 

The Rosie is set for a 
three-storey extension, 
creating a midwifery-led 
birthing unit and doubling 
the number of intensive 
care cots for the sickest 
babies from 27 to 58. 

New housing develop¬ 
ments and rapid population 
growth around Cambridge 
are driving the plans. 

Another factor is a move 
to specialist centres for the 
most complex births led by 
the East of England 
Strategic Health Authority 
(SHA). The Rosie will 
become one of three such

centres in the East. 

The plans have been 
approved by the Adden- 
brooke’s and Rosie boards, 
with an 18-month building 
project expected to start in 
late autumn this year.

Stephen Graves, the 
hospitals’ director of 
corporate development, said: 
“The goal of this is to 
improve care for the local 
population, but also to 
deliver specialist care for the 
wider population and 
improve the quality of the 
environment within which 
we can deliver that care.” 

The 10-bed midwifery-led 
birthing unit will allow 
mothers to stay in one room 
under a single midwife - 
instead of switching from 
delivery room to ward and 
being under the supervision 
of teams of doctors and 
midwives. 

Dr Mary Archer, the 
hospitals’ chairman, noted 
in a recent report to 
governors that she met with 


the SHA to discuss “the 
trust’s urgent need to 
extend the Rosie”. 

The Rosie, given top 
rating by the Healthcare 
Commission last year, was 
designed for between 3,000 
and 4,000 births a year 
when it opened 25 years 
ago. 


But the hospital saw 5,200 
births last year, a 7 per cent 
increase on the previous 
year. 

With the extension, the 
Rosie could cater for up to 
7,000 births a year. 

The birthing unit would 
be on the ground floor of 
the extension, with foetal 


medicine and support 
services, such as caesarean 
surgery, on the first floor 
and neonatal intensive care 
cots on the second floor. 

The trust plans to finance 
the project through its own 
cash surplus and 
borrowing from Gov¬ 
ernment schemes.

Fury at 
Park and 
Ride fee 
U-turn 

TRANSPORT chiefs have 
been criticised for an 
inflation-busting hike in the 
price of Park and Ride 
tickets - just weeks after 
announcing charges would 
not go up. 

The cost of a weekly ticket 
has now risen from £9 to 
£10, with a Megarider - valid 
for all travel on Stagecoach 
buses in Cambridge and 
surrounding villages for a 
week - increasing from £10 
to £11. 

And, from next month, 
return tickets will cost £2.50 
per person when bought on 
the bus, compared to £2.20 
if purchased in advance 
from new machines being 
installed at Park and Ride 
sites. 

Yet readers of the January 
issue of the county council’s 
Your Cambridgeshire 
magazine, which has been 
dropping on doormats in the 
last week, will find an article 
promising a Park and Ride 
price freeze. 

Cllr Mac McGuire, deputy 
leader, said: “Stagecoach 


made this commercial 
decision and we were not 
made aware of this until 
after mid December, 
unfortunately after the 
previous prices were 
quoted in the magazine 
Your Cambridgeshire, 
which had already gone to 
press. 

“Cambridgeshire County 
Council would like to 
apologise for any confusion 
caused by this.” 

Amanda Cook, 42, who 
uses the Milton Park and 
Ride site when visiting the 
city from her home in Little 
Downham, said: “I don’t 
think it’s very good. I 
thought they were trying to 


get people not to drive into 
the city. It’s not very green. 

“I think £2.50 is quite a lot to 
pay to buy a ticket on the 
bus.” 

Rebecca Hapuarachchi, 
who commutes from 
Waterbeach to Cambridge 
on the Park and Ride, said: 
“With increased passenger 
numbers and the current 
financial climate, I feel it’s 
unfair and unnecessary to 
increase the fares like this. 
“It’s a win-win situation for 
Stagecoach - and a no-win 
situation for its customers.” 
The county council originally 
announced in September 
that it was “helping 
passengers beat the credit 


crunch by freezing ticket 
prices yet again”. 

At the time, Cllr Matt 
Bradney, cabinet member 
for growth and 
infrastructure, admitted 
keeping prices down would 
be “a challenge” due to 
rising fuel costs, but said it 
was “welcome news” for 
passengers. 

Andy Campbell, managing 
director for Stagecoach in 
Cambridge, said: “We have 
put off putting the prices up 
for 22 months. We 
announced in September 
we were holding off putting 
prices up because of the 
credit crunch to help our 
customers, but 


unfortunately we are now in 
a position where we need to 
put the fares up.” 

From Monday, February 2, 
new machines will be 
introduced at the Park and 
Ride sites, where 
passengers can buy their 
tickets before they board. 

It is hoped this will reduce 
delays from queues and the 
lower price will encourage 
people to use the machines. 
Campbell Ross-Bain, Park 
and Ride operations 
manager, said: “We want to 
see the buses loaded 
quickly, and able to leave 
promptly and on time, 
providing a more efficient 
service for the customer.”

Drunken man grabbed 
handbrake during row 


A DRUNKEN man caused 
his car to crash by grab¬ 
bing the handbrake while 
his wife was driving - then 
tussled with a police 
officer 

Matthew Gillborn, 38, caused 
the VW Polo to plunge headfirst 
into a ditch after arguing with 
his wife, magistrates in Ely 
heard. 

Gillborn, of Sutton Road, 
Witchford, was also “aggressive” 
towards paramedics who arrived 
at the scene. He then ran across 
two lanes of traffic and ended up 
struggling with a police officer 
who tried to restrain him. 

Gillborn was fined more than 
£1,000 after admitting resisting 
an officer in the execution of his 
duty and failing to provide a 
specimen of breath. 

Hamish Ross, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, told him: “Ambulance 
crews and police must be fed up 
to the back teeth with people like 
you.” 

Mr Ross suggested Gillborn 
write a letter of apology to the 
police officer and the East of

England Ambulance Service 
(EEAS) to “make amends to 
people who are there to help 
you”. 

Gillborn, a builder and car¬ 
penter, had been picked up from a 
work drinks party by his wife on 
the evening of December 19. 

As she drove home, they rowed 
about how much he had had to 
drink and whether she was late, 
the court heard. The crash 
happened at 9.15pm on the A142 
at Ely 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said Gillborn told a police officer 
that he “grabbed the handbrake 
and we swerved into a ditch”. 

Gillborn was “aggressive 
towards ambulance crews” and 
seemed “intoxicated and 
unsteady on his feet”, said Ms 
Mardell. She added that Gillborn 
also acted aggressively towards 
his son, who arrived at the scene. 

When Pc Mark Beaven tried to 
restrain him, Gillborn “resisted 
him violently, pushing and 
pulling to get away from the 


officer”, Ms Mardell added. They 
then struggled on the ground, 
leaving Pc Beaven with a small 
cut to a knuckle. 

Gillborn later refused to give a 
sample of breath to police. 
Although he was not the driver, 
he was obliged to give a sample, 
the court heard. 

Nicola Talbot, mitigating, said 
Gillborn apologised for the “one- 
off” incident. He is an “honest 
and upright member of society” 
and not normally violent, she 
added. 

Gillborn was given 10 points on 
his driving licence and fined £760 
for failing to provide a specimen. 
He must also pay £95 costs and 
the £15 victim surcharge. For 
resisting the officer, he was fined 
£505. 

Bob Brotchie, an EEAS para¬ 
medic, told the Weekly News: 
“Our paramedics are trained to a 
high level and understand people 
will have emotional issues at 
certain times. 

“However, the trust will never 
accept behaviour of this kind 
against our staff. Assaults and 
abuse will be challenged at every 
opportunity”

Petrol station 
gets go ahead 


CONTROVERSIAL plans 
for a new petrol station and 
car wash in Littleport have 
been given the go-ahead. 

Owner of James Graven and 
Sons Limited, Jonathan James, 
first applied to build a filling 
station on land west of Wisbech 
Road in August 2007 but the 
scheme was thrown out by East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee, which 
said there was no need for it. 

There was uproar from local 
councillors and residents in 
October 2008 when the Mr James 
resubmitted plans for a similar 
but smaller scheme. 

However, members of the 
district council’s planning com¬ 
mittee narrowly agreed last 
Wednesday, by seven votes to six, 
to approve the scheme subject to 
drainage and lighting issues 
being addressed. 

The service station will include

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five petrol pumps, including one 
for lorries, a shop, car-wash jets 
and extensive parking on the site, 
just off the A10. 

At the meeting, the committee 
heard how a 283-name petition 
had been signed in support of the 
development despite concerns 
from other residents, such as 
those of nearby Meadow Court. 

Amanda Stevens, who spoke on 
behalf of Meadow Court resi¬ 
dents, said: “The petrol station 
and its associated facilities would 
have horrendous effects on us all. 

“Our drainage system cannot 
cope in heavy rain so it would be 
ludicrous to add extra concrete to 
an already struggling area.” 

Residents were also concerned 
about the scheme increasing anti¬ 
social behaviour, noise pollution, 
traffic fumes and the proposed 


shop stealing trade from the town 
centre. 

Cllr Anthea Davidson, of the 
Dullingham villages, added: “The 
shop proposed is too big for a 
petrol station and I am sure I 
could do a third of my weekly 
grocery shopping in it. 

“This would certainly have an 
effect on business and trade in the 
centre of the town.” 

But the committee voted 
against the recommended refusal 
and granted planning permission, 
subject to conditions, for the 
scheme 

Mr James said: “We are very 
sympathetic to the views of the 
residents of Meadow Court and 
will be working with them during 
the construction phase to min¬ 
imise the impact on their lives. 

“We are looking forward to 
delivering our sustainable com¬ 
munity offering to the residents of 
Littleport.”

Cheers as council rejects 
family's gypsy site plans 


RESIDENTS cheered as 
councillors threw out 
plans to transform a 
derelict builder’s yard into 
a four-pitch gypsy site. 

Members of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s planning 
committee voted unanimously 
against the Haddenham-based 
development, insisting the 
authority was “well on track” to 
meet its 35 new traveller pitches 
by 2011. 

Polish traveller family, the 
Rugzkiewiczs, applied to change 
the use of the builder’s yard in 
Hod Hall Lane to a well-equipped 
encampment last October. 

The scheme included four 
pitches, four single-storey day 
rooms and concrete hard- 
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standing areas built on the rural 
site, which would have been 
home to Mr Rugzkiewicz and his 
wife, their two children and their 
grandchildren. 

In a statement read at the 
meeting last week he said: “We 
are a local family and we pride 
ourselves in being from the Ely 
area. All we want is to make the 
most of what is currently a 
wasted area and create a home 
for ourselves.” 

But committee members 
pressed forward the recommend¬ 
ation to refuse the application, 
deeming the site “completely 
unsuitable”. 

Haddenham councillor, Gareth 


Wilson, said: “This is too close to 
people’s houses and the access 
route to the site is completely 
unsuitable - I cannot see how a 
refuse truck or fire engine could 
ever access the pitches.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, of Stretham, 
said: “It is totally unsuitable for a 
traveller site.” 

Committee members said poor 
vehicle access and the effects on 
the drainage system were the 
main problems. 

Stephen Blackmoor, repres¬ 
enting residents opposing the 
plan, said: “Thankfully the 
committee saw sense and refused 
permission for a site that would 
have had so many detrimental 
effects on the residents, 
infrastructure and wildlife in the 
village.”

CHATTERIS snooker star Joe 
Perry has backed Ronnie 
O’Sullivan’s claims the sport 
desperately needs new ideas. 

The world champion, and 
current No 1, gave an 
astonishing appraisal of the 
state of the sport following 
his 6-5 win over Perry in 
Sunday’s first-round Masters 
match. 

‘The Rocket’ questioned his 
own motivation and said the 
sport needed someone with 
new ideas to attract new fans. 

Echoing his sentiments, 
Perry said: “Ronnie has got a 
point. Every sport seems to 
have new ideas, but snooker is 
set in its ways a bit. 

“We definitely need a bit of 
glitz and glamour, but how it 
would be done I don’t know.”

Perry suggested intro¬ 
ducing a shot clock similar to 
that used in the Premier 
League, in which the 34 year 
old competed for the first time 
last year, could add more 
excitement. 

“What they do in the 
Premier League works really 
well,” said the Chatteris 
cueman. “Every player has 
their own song and the crowd 
really get into it. 

“There were 2,000 
spectators for my match 
against Ronnie in the Masters 
and the atmosphere was 
electric. It’s what you play 
snooker for. 

“But, at a recent 


tournament in Bahrain, I was 
playing Stephen Maguire and 
there wasn’t a single 
spectator. 

“We could have been 
playing in someone’s garage. 
That’s not good for the sport.” 

In the defeat to O’Sullivan, 
Perry paid for mistakes as he 
squandered a match-winning 
position. 

Perry knocked O’Sullivan 
out of the UK Championship 
last month, and the 34 year 
old was poised to hand him 
another painful defeat when 
he led 5-4 and had match ball 
in the 10th frame. 

But Perry inexplicably left 
the pink in the jaws of a 
corner pocket and handed
